Death was in- 


stantaneous. Twenty thousand spec- 
tors saw him die. 


His own magnanimity, his friends 


said, was the indirect cause of the 
death of the St. Paul aviator whose 
stunts in the air had thrilled thou- 
sands during the past decade. Dur- 
ing a lull in the closing day pro- 
gram,, Holman volunteered to go 
alone and stunt for the capacity holi- 
day crowd. A stiff, treacherous win* 
was blowing above the field. 
For 


fifteen minutes he had delighted the 
crowd with his sky antics. Barrel- 
rolls, outside loops, immelman turns, 
each in turn, brought spectators to 
their feet. 


Then a thunderous 
crash was 


heard as his plane fell. 
It rolled, 


plowed and bounced its way along 
for 200 feet before it stopped. 
The 


engine was thrown two feet to one 
side and Holman's body was thrown 
ten feet from the battered- shapeless 
wreckage. 


No official verdict on the cause of 


the fatal crash had been reached to- 
day. Some official observers believ- 
ed Holman's safety belt broke, allow- 
ing-him. tot fall partly out - of -the 
cock pit and lose his grip on .the 
controls as his ship skimmed crazily 
albns the 'earth; others thought that 
the' plane was caught in a down cur- 
rent of air and was unable to right 
itself because of the pressure from 
above. . 


Holman was operating manager of 


Northwest Airways in St. Paul. 


His first venture in the air was 


as a wing walker and 
parachute 
jumper in 1020.

Washington—(CPA)—Although the 


outcome of an international confer- 
ence on silver is not regarded here 
as predictable, nevertheless the Uni- 
ted States government L. anxious to 
cooperate with Chma and other na- 
tions in developing a solution for the 
worldwide complications which have 
followed the decline in silver prices. 


The initiative is being taken by 


China because neither 
the United 


States nor Great Britain feels justi- 
fied in assuming responsibility for 
the problem. But of course it is rec- 
ognized that both countries are vi- 
tally concerned in a solution. 


The American senate 
requested 


the president fo call an international 
conference and ic is believed 
that 


China's initiative is the outgrowth 
of conversations between "Washing- 
ton and the Nanking 
government. 


Senator King of Utah, one of the im- 
portant silver producing states, has 
expressed the opinion that an inter- 
national agreement to regard silver 
as primary money would help econ- 
omic conditions in China and India 
as well as the United States. Senat- 
or Borah of Idaho also has been ad- 
vocating an international agreement 


Employment Also Issue 


The stabilization of silver is sought 


not merely to restore the purchasing 
power of the far eastern counties 
but to revive employment 
in the 


smelters, mills, 
and mines of this 


country. 


The argument made by the advo- 


cates of an international conference 
is that the gold supply is wholly in- 
adequate to conduct the business 
of the world. 


Xobody has yet advanced a solu- 


tion which any of the governments 
involved would care to approve. The 
suggestions range from the fixing of 
a definite ratio of silver to gold to 
plans for stabilization by agreement. 
In other words even if there were no 
fixed ratio the idea would be to stab- 
ilize the price of silver 
at a value 


above its present market price. 


The United States is more or less 


dependent on the action - of Great 
Britain and there is nothing to Indi- 
cate as yet a 
change of policy in 


London. 


If congress were in session today 


more would be heard about the sil- 
ver question. As it is the whole prob- 
lem is lost in the shuffle

Tho way to avoid all iugrown toe- 


nails and other foot trouble Is to be 
gin right with baby's feet, cut.the 
.nails straight across. Instead . 
rounding: them, and put shoes on 
them that are built to give the cor- 
rect support and adequate toe room. 


Alas, it is just a little late for some 


of us-to talk, about preventing: foot 
trouble by wearing the right kind 
Of baby shoes! 


The second best thing to do Is to 
take care of your feet the minute 
you.realize you are not 100 per cent 
comfortable on the hoof. I honestly 
suggest a good pedicure. One costs 
from $1.50 to ?3, depending- on, the 
town you live in. A good one .is 
worth topnotch prices for the relief 
you get. 


If you want to care for your own 


feet, start right in and do the -*hl 
correctly. First, ingrown toena'ils are 
usually caused by short, tight shoes. 
Length is even more Important than 
width, in shoes. If you have any 
trouble whatsoever, 
perhaps you 


need & longer shoe 
and haven't 


realized you do. 


To treat ingrown toenails, always 


cut your toenails straight across the 
top, not rounding. If your nails have 
a tendency to turn inward, scrape 
the back of the nails so they will be 
more likely to turn out than in. Soak 
your feet in warm soap suds before 
scraping them. Tljen remove any 
cuticle accumulated under the in- 
growing edges, just as you would do 
on your fingernails. • 


"When you are suffering from an 


ingrown toenail that actually is sunk 
into the flesh, it will be so painful 
you can hardly bare to touch it. But, 
this is the procedure. Soak thorough- 
ly and gently but persistently, and 
when the nail is soft from soaking, 
pry the nail out, little -by little, with 
an orange stick. Holding the nail out, 
no matter how much It'hurts you, 
push a small piece- of carbolized cot- 
ton between it and the sore flesh. 


Repeat every night until your toe 


gets Jess inflamed and finally well 
enough 
to allow you to 
trim it 
straight across. Keeping your toe- 
nails clean, cut and the cuticle push- 
ed back and cleaned out is fully as 
Important as doing the same thing 
witH your fingernails.
